2. Citations and explanations 

Documents 1-4 [Document 1: JP, 9-285103, A; Document 2: JP, 7-255165, A; Document 3: JP, 
64-5380, A; Document 4: JP, 49-120101, A] cited in the ISR do not describe what is described 
in the present application's invention, to wit: "a plurality of permanent magnets disposed such 
that one of the mutually corresponding magnetic poles is directed in the direction of rotation and 
the other is directed in the opposite direction and spaced at substantially regular circumferential 
intervals, and arranged along the outer periphery of the aforesaid rotary body, and an 
electromagnet means having two different magnetic poles and generating different magnetic 
fields and facing the magnetic field from the aforesaid permanent magnets and simultaneously 
operating as rotational energy in one direction." 

The present invention pertains to a so-called perpetual [motion] machine like that described in 
the aforesaid document 1 through document 4, and does not appear to be industrially applicable. 
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
